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Dear Editor: 

In regard to the movement 
going forward to add Flouride to 
drinking water for the supposed 
purpose of preventing tooth de- 
cay, I wish to state a few facts 
for the consideration of think- 
ing men and women, regarding 
this important subject. 

It seems to me that both sides 
of this question should’ be 
thoroughly investigated, and if 
this movement cannot bear the 
light of free discussion then 
there is something radically 
wrong with ft, no matter what 
claims it makes. 

Here are some facts for your 
consideration: First of all con- 
sider the definition of Flourine. 
From Taber's Medical Diction- 
ary, 1953 issue, "Flourine — 
This is found in the soil in com- 
bination with calcium — all 
such mineral elements ‘must 
first be absorbed by plant life 
and taken into the animal body 
as food before they can be as- 
similated." . To put flourine in 
the water supply would not be 
a natural way of the teeth ob- 
taining this, 

Dr. Royal Lee D.D.S., Presi- 
dent of the Lee Foundation for 
Nutritional Research, Milwau- 
kee, Wisconsin, says: “Inorganic 
flourine is a cumulative posion 
—it accumulates. in the body 
even if taken in very small 
doses. Organic Flourine does 
not accumujate in the body, re- 
gardless of the dosage.” 

Dr. Harris, Director of the 
Nutritional ` Biochemistry La- 
boratories of the Massachusetts 


Institute of Technology says: |; 


"There is plenty of evidence 
that one part per million of 
flourine or a little more in the 
drinking water interferes with 
enzyme systems which are in- 
volved in the growth of bones 
and in the functioning of nerve 
tissue.”
